TELEPHONE INCREASE 





Maybe an increase of 50 cents 
a month in telephone tolls does 
not mean much to the average 
household. ' 

We have mentioned here pre- 
viously about the ‘extended 
Service” proposed by the Gen- 
eral Telephone Co., at an in- 
creased price. The plan is to 
eliminate the necessity of pay- 
ing long distance tolls on calls 
to Lycoming numbers in 
Pomona, Claremont and other 
communities a short distance 
west of here. 

Very few. persons have ex- 
pressed any interest in the pro- 
posed increase — and the Up- 
land city council likewise has 
accepted the situation without 
any comment to the Public 
Utilities commission. 

Henry Busch, city attorney, 
has advised the council the 
commission investigators may 
make some changes in the ap- 
plication. 

In any event, the General 
Telephone Co. is propesing to 
increase the rates as follows: 
50 cents a month on all resi- 
dential telephones and $3 a 
month on all business tele- 
phones, For this increase, there 
will be no toll on calls to Pp- 
mona. 

Perhaps local families use 
Lycoming numbers sufficiently 
to justify the proposed rate in- 
crease. 

In any event, the time for 
public expression is now. With- 
out the expression it is very 
likely the proposed extended 
service will prevail at. the high- 
er charges.

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COUNCIL EXPECTED TO REZONE' 


EUCLID-FOOTHILL PROPERTY 


Alder, Proponents Revise Plans 
For Presentation March 7 


A week from today, Upland 
city council is expected to re- 
verse the Planning Commission’s 
decision on the zone change re- 
quest for Euclid-Foothil corpor- 
ation’s 40-acre parcel on the 
southwest corner of Euclid Ave. 
and Foothill Blvd., to permit con- 
struction of a $2 million shopping 
center. 

At Thursday night’s council 
meeting, it was apparent the in- 
tent of the Council is to rezone 
if their recommendations to the 
proponents are followed and an 
acceptable solution found that 
would be agreeable both to the 
councilmen and the proponents. 


Council Recommendations 


It was suggested by the coun- 
cil that the southerly line of the 
development be changed to 
show a Straight line from Euclid 
Ave. west to the property line 
of Upland High school. This 
would eliminate a parking area 
originally planned to extend 
south from this line, and west of 
Laurel Ave. The Council ex- 
pressed the desirability of a 
straight southerly boundary for 
the development to create a de- 
finite division between residen- 
tial and commercial areas.

Upland continues to maintain a very high place in the 
citrus industry — even though locally the number of citrus trees 
is being consistently reduced. 


Consolidation of the Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit Exchange 
and the San Antonio Fruit Exchange with the increased use of 
the local: facilities is further indication that Upland will long 
feniain us the “southland citrus center.” One of the outstanding 
features of this consolidation, however, is the retirement of the 
¥eteran citrus official, Harry B. Harlow. 


In many. many ways. he has left his imprint on the local 
citrus industry and the strength of the Sunkist organization 
throughout the Upland-Foothill district is due in great measure 
fo his leadership and efficient administration. He has well earn- 
éd a life of retirement and he is leaving the active leadership 


of the local office after energetically devoting nearly 40 years 
of his life to the community. 


In a private conversation, Mr. Harlow paid a high tribute 
to the ability of Clyde V. Duncan, his assistant in the local 
Sunkist sales office.

I took the proffered persimmon 
and guarded it anxiously until 
satisfied it was ripe. Then I haa 
to split it four ways because 
three others immediately near 
and dear to me had never tasted 
a ripe persimmon. 

The other day I started through 
the market when Cal called. 
“Hey, wait a minute.” 

I braked up short with some 
trepidition. Cal and Harold ap- 
proached. In Harold’s hand was 
a green mystery about twice the 
size of a hand grenade. It had 
similar markings. 

“Did you ever try one of 
these?’? Harold asked. 

‘What is it?’’ I asked. 

Cal and Harold gave each oth- 
er that “he really is a dope” 
look and then turned back to me. 

“This is the sherbet fruit,” 
Harold explained. ‘‘It combines 
the taste combination of ripe 
pineapple and strawberry with a 
distinct taste of its own.”’ 

“What is it?’? I persisted. 

“Tt has big seeds that you 
don’t eat,’’ Cal broke in, ‘‘and 
you split it lengthways and eat 
it like you would a melon. Dish 
it out with a spoon.’’ 

I studied the object in Harold’s 
hand. It looked like an over- 
grown pear with a stem in the 
wrong end. The covering was 
similar to an avocado with pine- 
apple like markings indented in 
the skin. Again I asked, ‘*What 
is: it??? 

“Tt’s a cherimoya, a tropical 
fruit, now being grown in Cali- 
fornia.

She blinked a time or two like 
a sleep walker first awakening.

Armed by the knowledge I 
wasn’t the only one in the dark 
concerning the highly touted 
cherimoya, I hunted up the boss. 
He was busy with both hands 
turning out editorial gold and 
dross when I shoved the cheri- 
moya across his typewriter and 
into his range of vision. 

“Have a bite,” I invited. 

He jerked like he had located 
a bee in his hip pocket. ‘“‘What’s 
that thing?’”’ ° 

“That thing,’’ I elucidated, ‘is 
a cherimoya.’’ Then I went 
ahead to detail all the knowledge 
I had picked up from the sages 
of the Central Market. 

I have since learned that this 
South American fruit is hard to 
raise. Male and female flowers 
grow on the same tree. Male 
flowers open at night and the 
female flowers in the daytime. 
Pollination must be accomplished 
by orchard workers. 

(Male blooms are picked and 
stored under refrigeration until 
the female blossorns open in the 
daytime. Then workers take the 
male blooms from storage and 
pollinate the female blooms from 
whence comes the fruit. 

Now I’m waiting for my cheri- 
moya to get ripe. “It'll take a 
few days,’’ Harold told me. 

In the meantime I’m working 
up an appetite reading cherimoya 
literature. From this I quote: 
“When chilled, the Cherimoya 
becomes a delicious natural sher- 
bet. Try this treasure of the 
tropics with other fruits in sal- 
ads and cocktails for a_ real 
taste-thrill.’’
